Unsolved murder haunts 
family, friends, investigators 


Retired RCMP officer says Carolyn Pruyser’s murder is “a classic example” 
of a case overworked cops should be looking at

ees Pruyser woke up, made his 
Ke to the kitchen of his fami- 

ly’s small farmhouse north of 
Peace River and went to work ona 
pot of coffee. He looked out the 
window and noticed his daughter 
hadn't come home. Carolyn, 19, 
had borrowed her mother’s car 
and it wasn’t in the driveway. Kees 
became concerned. It was raining 
that night and the drive from town 
is dangerous at best. 

Kaufman Hill Road bucks and 
twists like a rodeo bull. For five 
uphill kilometres from town, the 
gravel road curves wildly, its hair- 
pin corners switching back over 
and over. There are no guardrails 
to protect motorists from plunging 
off the road and down steep 
embankments. The posted speed 
limit is 25 kilometres per hour. 
Even along its few short straight- 
aways, the road is too narrow to 
pull a U-turn. And it is along 
Kaufman Hill Road — just three 
kilometres from her home — that 
something horrible happened to 
Carolyn Pruyser. 

It appears Carolyn skidded to a 
stop, shifted into reverse and 
backed up a few feet, then stopped 
and put the car in park. She left 
her vehicle without a struggle, 
turning off the headlights and 
engine and taking the keys from 
the ignition. Her purse and ciga- 
rettes were left on the passenger 
seat. Change from the $20 Kees 
gave her before going out was in 
her wallet. The driver’s side win- 
dow was rolled down. No one has 
seen Carolyn since she got out of 
her car that night, almost 16 years 
ago. She left not so much as a foot- 
print behind. 

Whatever happened to Carolyn 
happened fast. On May 17, 1984, at 
11:50 p.m. she bought a pack of 
cigarettes at a convenience store 
in Peace River. At 11:55 Carolyn 
dropped her off a friend, Leanne 
Horneland, and headed home. At 
about 12:10 a.m. a neighbor of the 
Pruyser’s drove up Kaufman Hill 
Road, passing Carolyn’s aban- 
doned vehicle 

eee 

It is impossible that Carolyn dis- 
appeared into thin air but it seems 
that’s what happened. RCMP pre- 
sume the University of Alberta 
education student was abducted 
and killed. Her murderer has elud- 
ed one of the most intense investi- 
gations in the province's history. 
You'd think the trail would have 
gone stone cold. But last March, 
when RCMP in Peace River heard 
SEE Magazine was working on an 
le about Carolyn’s disappear- 
e, they made an unusual 








late last summer. SEE agreed, 
holding off on the article in order 
to give police another shot at find- 
ing Pruyser’s killer. Almost a year 
has passed. Sgt. Hills retired from 
the force. And now RCMP say 
there’s nothing new in the case 
and it isn’t being actively investi- 
gated. 

Fresh cases take priority over 
older ones and with just five GIS 
officers covering the northwest 
corner of the province, police 
manpower in Peace River is 
stretched thin. It’s almost impossi- 
ble to put time into an old file — 
especially one as complex as 
Pruyser’s, says Const. Wade 
Sparks of the Peace River GIS sec- 
tion. 

At the subdivision office, four 
filing cabinet drawers are filled 
with information about the case. 
There are more than 2,300 leads or 
tips in the case — a collection of 
every phone tip and turn of events 
police have looked into and 
exhausted. 

But Carolyn’s murder could be 
solved, according to Hills. 

“It’s a classic example of a file 
that needs to be worked on,” he 
said. “It’s a matter of manpower.” 

Still, he knows from experience 
how busy cops are kept with new 
crimes. 

“You have to priorize. You get a

call, it’s fresh, it’s just happened 
and you have a victim who is fresh- 
ly dead or sexually assaulted and 
you have to go. You can’t keep your 
head above water,” said Hills. 
“It’s extremely frustrating and 
you feel severely bad for people 
like the Praysers who are waiting.”

ing and examining the Fairmont; 
another group of officers went to 
the Pruyser home and began 
removing personal effects from 
Carolyn’s bedroom, They took bed- 
ding, and brushes, even her diary. 

Carolyn vanished on a stretch of 
the road overlooking her old high 
school, and students, many of 
whom knew Carolyn, were pressed 
into service that morning, forming 
a human chain and combing the 
steep hillside almost a kilometre 
downhill, looking for any sign of 
Carolyn. By the end of the day it 
had become painfully clear to lead 
investigator Brian Donnelly that 
Carolyn had been abducted. 

Now stationed in Red Deer, Cpl. 
Donnelly was primary investigator 
on the case. “There was no doubt in 
my mind right from the get go. I 
had bad feelings from the start.” 

Searchers were hampered by a 
soggy spring. A day or two after 
Carolyn went missing, the skies 
opened up. 

“It started to rain,” said Kees. “It 
rained and rained and rained and 
rained for days. Day after day. And 
then the river went up and they 
couldn’t even get a boat in there for 
all the debris, the branches and 
logs that was floating downstream 
— it was just too dangerous.” 

In the weeks that passed, the 
search for Carolyn grew to monu- 
mental proportions. Aircraft criss- 
crossed the skies. Divers checked 
every body of water — every lake, 
creek, pond and every dugout on 
every farm within five kilometres | of 
the road. The Pruysers say some 25 
eae investigators from across 

bate ee were beset into the 
town.

“Nobody was beyond question- 
ing,” said Shari Ure, a longtime 
friend and neighbor of Carolyn’s. 
The two had spent the year togeth- 
er, sharing an apartment in Edmon- 
ton while attending university 
together. 

“Everyone was fingerprinted in 
the first two days,” said Anne 
Marie. “All the friends, all the fami- 
ly, the daughter, son-in-laws.” 

Police had a group of people 
sent for hypnosis in an effort to 
come up with memories of any- 
thing unusual. Forensics teams 
took samples of Carolyn’s personal 
effects. Her diary was read for 
clues. The car was examined at the 
scene, then towed to a Peace River 
garage where it was declared 
mechanically sound. Later it was 
shipped to K-Division headquarters 
in Edmonton for detailed forensic 
examination. A surveillance video 
tape at the convenience store 
where Carolyn bought cigarettes 
was digitally enhanced and towns- 
folk were asked to view the tape in 
an unsuccessful effort to identify 
everyone who entered the store 
within an hour of Carolyn’s disap- 
pearance. 

RCMP checked with their col- 
leagues in Hinton for any connec- 
tion to the disappearance of Shelly 
Ann Bacsu just a year before. 
Police had found articles of the 16- 
year-old Hinton girl's clothing but, 
like Pruyser, Bacsu was alone 
when she was abducted.

In some respects the sheer ae 
of the effort may have complicated 
things. Although the Pruysers aren’t 
bitter, hindsight has given them a 
critical view of steps the RCMP 
took. Kees and Anne Marie suspect 
there was professional jealousy, a 
turf war between Peace River 
RCMP and investigators who were 
called in from other areas. One day 
Kees drove past the spot where 
Carolyn had disappeared to find a 
group of Mounties arguing. 

“Here was all this commotion 
going on on the hill. I remember 
because I stopped at the moment. 
sensed a whole reluctance to op: 
up amongst themselves, that they 
were wasting time on ‘I want to 
solve this case and you’d better stay 
the hell out of here.’ whey lost time 
and energy.” 

Weeks passed. ~

RCMP asked the Pruysers to 
hold a press conference in Edmon- 
ton, scripting comments the cou- 
ple were to make. Dr. Herb Pas- 
coe, then chief psychiatrist of 
Alberta Hospital’s forensic unit, 
advised the Pruysers to ask 
Carolyn’s killer to “do the right 
thing so we don’t have to suffer 
anymore.” Pascoe then advised 
police to tell reporters they didn’t 
expect to hear from the killer, in a 
ploy designed to accomplish the 
opposite. Nothing came of the 
press conference. 

Rumors began to circulate about 
who might be responsible for 
Carolyn’s disappearance. 

Stories about a mysterious man 
who had been stalking Carolyn 
made headlines. Ure says that after 
returning to Peace River for the 
summer break, Carolyn began to 
complain she was being followed 
by aman. Carolyn pointed the man 
out to her once and Ure was asked 
about the man, under hypnosis. 
But she seems to have no recollec- 
tion of his face. 

“T just remember the hand wave 
as he drove by,” she said. 
“Regardless of whether or not he 
was really following her, she 
believed he did.” 

With time passing and few clues, 
everyone was suspect. 

“You look at things that are 
probably there all the time, but 
you are trying to make connec- 
tions and so you read more into 
some things than maybe you 
should and maybe not enough into 
others,” said Ure. 

In/Edmonton, just a few blocks 
from the Whyte Avenue apartment 
where Ure and Carolyn were living 
while at university, Edmonton 
police arrested a man wanted in 
connection with the stabbing 
death of an 11-year-old girl in 
North Bay, Ont. Police questioned 
the man about Pruyser but no link 
was made. 

Years passed and suspicion fell 
on Carolyn’s high school drama 
teacher, Terry Sheasgreen, who 
returned to university to study for 
a master’s degree the same year 
Carolyn and Ure attended the U of 
A. Sheasgreen was charged with 
possession of child pornography. 
Police weren’t able to connect 
Sheasgreen, who has since died, to 
Carolyn’s disappearance. 

Then police probed the back- 
ground of a Peace River bus dri- 
ver’s involvement in a pornogra- 
phy ring. That also came up empty. 

“Oh the rumors!” said Anne 
Marie. “We didn’t get to hear all of 
them but it was terrible. Oh yeah, 
every time we heard something we 
thought, ‘Oh yeah that has to be it 
— so and so is a weird guy.’ I 
never knew there were so many 
coincidence in life, really.” 

Carolyn's eae ‘came to our 








own conclusions as to what hap- 
pened,” said Ure. 
eee 

“It’s like homicide detective 
heaven.” 

That’s how RCMP Cpl. Frank 
Henley, a 14-year veteran homicide 
detective describes working with 
B.C.’s Unsolved Homicide Unit 
Formed in 1997, the unit’s 19 me m- 
bers are working on some 225 
murders throughout the province, 
the unit has convicted about a 
half-dozen killers in previously 
unsolved cases. About 35 suspects 
have been committed to stand trial 
in other cases. 

“It’s like ‘here’s a file, here’s a 
cell phone, here’s a car — go to it.’ 
It is a gift to an investigator to just 
work a file and work it to death,” 
said Henley. 

The unit is run jointly by B.C 
RCMP and Vancouver police 

“We're about to lay charges in a 
1983 shooting,” Henley said. 
“We've gone back and interviewed 
two people who weren't willing to 
say anything at the time. They told 
us ‘we were afraid — we're still 
afraid, but we think the person 
should go to jail.” 

Hills, who had hoped he could 
find time to do the same thing with 
the Pruyser file, would be envious.

“Time goes on, it changes peo- 
ple,” Hills said. “But you don’t 
know that unless you can go back 
and question them . . . with files 
like this you have to keep on dig- 
ging and working on them. You 
have to get your head into it and 
work your way through it. You 
cannot be distracted, you cannot 
be called on to other files or com- 
plaints.” In the Pruyser case, he 
says, “yes, there are perhaps peo- 
ple who are of interest and very 
obviously there are parts that are 
of interest.” 

So why isn’t that being done? 

“The problem is not desire,” 
Hills stresses. “The desire is para- 
mount. But the problem is the abil- 
ity to actually go and do it. You 
need the resources.” 

Alberta just might get those 
resources in the form of its own 
unsolved homicide unit. 

Last week RCMP held a meeting 
with investigators from Edmonton 
and Calgary to discuss establishing 
an unsolved homicide unit. With 
153 unsolved murders in the 
province, a special law enforce- 
ment section would help, says Sgt.

Jerry Dunn, senior supervisor with 
the Alberta RCMP’s Major Crimes 
North unit. 

“All the police resources are 
stretched to their limits,” said 
Dunn. “Investigators are only able 
to deal with current files and we 
don’t have the novelty of being 
able to go back to the older cases. 
We have a tough time keeping up.” 

Dunn said the first meeting on 
the subject showed tempered sup- 
port from all three forces. 

“Everybody’s cautious because 
of the costs involved in forming an 
additional unit . . . you can’t take 
existing resources because they're 
already stretched so thin. We’re 
going to do more research on it 
and meet again.”

About five years after Carolyn 
disappeared, RCMP phoned Kees 
at work with unexpected news. 

“The superintendent calls me 
and he says ‘we’re gonna haul 
somebody in today and interrogate 
him,’ but he wouldn’t tell me who 
it was or what happened,” Kees 
said, shrugging his shoulders. 

A few years ago, Kees called 
Crime Stoppers and asked the 
group to remove his daughter’s 
picture from its posters. Reward 
money has been disbursed to 
groups like Crime Stoppers, the 
Peace River Block Parents, the 
Tania Murrell fund and Victims of 
Violence. 

But memories linger and, like 
the family, investigators like Hills, 
Donnelly and Eichmann are haunt- 
ed by the case. 

“I always think about it and 
probably always will,” said 
Donnelly. “It is one of those things 
I think about quite often.” 

And of course, the Pruysers will 
always long for some conclusion, 
some certainty as to what hap- 
pened to Carolyn, the youngest of 
their three daughters. 

“There is no closure,” 
explained. 

Anne Marie suggests they've 
somehow become accustomed to 
the tragedy, able to live with it but 
unable to forget. “There is not a 
time I go down that hill and not 
think about it,” she said.

| here are people walking the 
Tes of this city with some- 
thing heavy on their minds. 
Either they have witnessed or 
someone has confessed to them 
the most heinous of all crimes 
murder. But for one reason or 
another, these people are keep- 
ing that knowledge secret. And 
it’s the main reason some mur- 

ders go unsolved. 

“I'd say that in 90-plus per- 
cent of cases, a person who has 
committed a murder has talked 
to somebody and told them what 
has happened,” said Freeman 
Taylor, a homicide detective in 
the Edmonton Police Services’ 
Historical Homicide Unit. 

Established in 1998, the two- 
man unit (Taylor, a homicide 
detective of seven years, and 
eight-year veteran Det. Terry 
Alm), works full-time on 40 
unsolved murders on police 
files. The main reason those 
cases remain unsolved is that no 
one has told the police what hap- 
pened. For every one of those 
murders, someone knows some- 
thing that could solve the crime. 
In some cases, it’s a witness who 
won't speak to police because of 
loyalties to the killer or for fear 
of retribution. But murder inves- 
tigations aren't closed until 
they’re solved and Taylor and 
Alm hope that, over time, loyal- 
ties change, fears fade and some- 
one will talk. That’s the idea 
behind the creation of the unit. 
And it appears to be working, to 
some degree. No charges in the 
unsolved cases have been filed 
but the detectives have some 
intriguing leads. 

“We've had one person come 
forward, a year ago or so, who 
said ‘you know, this person told 
me this story 10 years ago and at 
the time we were drinking and I 
didn’t know whether to believe 
him or not and now that I look 
back on it, the circumstances 
seem to fit.” 

The oldest case the two are 
working on is the 1955 beating 
death of Robert Giebelhaus. He 
was killed in a fight outside a 
then-popular downtown dance 
club, the Trocadero. 

“There were lots of people 
who saw it happen but no one 
came forward to provide infor- 

_ mation to the police,” Taylor 
said. 

The circumstances sound 
familiar — the case has similari- 
ties to the Sept. 19, 1997 stab- 
bing death of Izaae Middleton,

der. The case remains oles ad. 
“Even the best friend, who 


was there with him, lowe 
exactly who it was, I think,” said 
Taylor. “A lot of times people are 
concerned about what might 


happen to them.” 

Taylor and Alm have been all 
over the country interviewing 
people about some of the old 
cases. Some people are happy to 
know that a case hasn't been for- 


gotten and hold out hope that 

justice will be served. Others 

just don’t want the past dug up. 
That's the case in the 1975 


slaying of 11-year-old Karen 
Ewanciw who was found dead in 
the river valley. 

“When we started with the 
Ewanciw file there were some 
family members kind of reluc- 
tant to have us digging that up 
again — some people have put 
this to rest in their own minds 
and they really don’t like the 
idea of it being dragged up again 
and they get their hopes up and 
think maybe there is something 
new, and that might not always | 
be the case, but there may be | 
details we can add to the case.” 

At the end of this month, the 
detectives will ask for the pub- 
lic’s help in solving a 16-year-old 
murder. During a Crime 
Stoppers’ telethon, they'll fea- 
ture the case of 18-year-old 
Charlotte Baas. On Dec. 17, 
1983, Baas went to a friend's 
birthday party at 10606-151 St. 
There were several arguments 
between different groups at the 
party throughout the night, 
though police weren’t called to 
quiet the place down. The party 
ended around 3 a.m. 

Between 4 and 6 a.m. some- 
one entered the house, doused 
the living room with gasoline 
and torched the place. Three 
people escaped the blaze but 
Baas died. 

“She was found on a bed and 
there was a dog on the bed with 
her as well.” said Taylor. 

“What we are thinking is that 
by releasing this information 
(again) some other people might 
come forward. There were a lot 
of people at the party and they 
were reluctant to speak to the 
police at the time.” 

Sometimes police have a hard 
time tracking down people who 
were interviewed in an initial 
investigation. 

“It’s especially true with young 
girls. They get married and we 
haye no idea who they are now 
—_ they are difficult to track 
down.”

1993 for reasons Semko can’t 
quite put his finger on. 

“I wish I could narrow it down 
to one reason, but | guess we 
were tired of each other and tired 
of our lives in the band.

over the place,” says Bustin of 
the piece. Its three movements 
are based on dances, including a 
lively fiddle jig for the third 
movement.

The next indicator that makes 
one think the front door of the 
Suite is a wise destination come 
Friday or Saturday is an actual lis- 
ten to Burns’s ’96 release Leaving 
Here Walking. You just don’t doc- 
tor singing like this. You can play 
with pitch and tone all you want — 
the emotional impact comes 
straight from the heart and soul of 
this Mississippi-born musician 
who got his start singing street 
corner Gospel music. 

This is a voice moved by the 
early sounds of Sam Cooke and 
Ray Charles. You could be excus- 
ed for initially thinking a young 
Robert Cray must have spent seri- 
ous time listening to the cadence 
and phrasing of Burns. Cray 
couldn’t have however, as Burns 
took a major hiatus from working 
as a musician for a living in 1970, 
only to resurface part time in '78 
on the Chicago bar circuit, then 
finally releasing his début disc in 
96. 

But the clincher as to why we 
should all high tail it down to the 
Yardbird is the ringing endorse- 
ment from Stovel himself, who 
ultimately didn’t have to be con- 
vinced by an agent or a recording. 

“T went to the Chicago Blues 
Festival in '96 and happened to 
catch Jimmy’s act, an acoustic 
show with a drummer and bassist, 
at the Chicago Record Mart and I 
was very impressed. Then last 
June I was back at that festival and 
he was on a bill with a lot of the 
big Chicago acts and he really 
stood out from the pack vocally. 
He’s also very dynamic on stage,” 
says Stovel, who ended up talking 
with Burns, found out he was 
working in music full time again 
and arranged to bring him to 
Edmonton. 

Burns on disc covers a lot of 
ground, all of it convincingly, and 
we can expect to hear hiny dip into 
the works of Muddy’ Waters, 
Elmore James and Little Willie 
John, along with more R&B-fla- 
vored material from giants like 
Curtis Mayfield. He even rolls 
around in an intense John Lee 
Hooker groove on Better Know 
What You're Doing on the '96 disc, 
which was followed up by another 
Delmark release, Night Time 
Again, this past summer.

ruth, as they say, is stranger than 
Tice and stranger yet when 

someone blows a few million 
bucks turning it into a big 
Hollywood movie. Norman Jewi- 
son’s The Hurricane is a textbook 
example of this phenomenon, a 
sprawling but curiously superficial 
biopic of boxer Rubin “Hurricane” 
Carter which renders the thrilling 
bland and real events unconvincing. 
And all in just 2-1/2 hours. 

Carter was riding high on a string 
of middleweight wins when the 
cops in his home town of Paterson, 
N.J. pinned a triple-murder on him 
in the summer of 1966. Convicted 
on false testimony and the machina- 
tions of a racist justice system, 
Carter lost two appeals and was fix- 
ing to spend the rest of his life in jail 
when a Brooklyn street kid studying 
in Canada read his book, The 16th 
Round, and persuaded his three 
Canadian mentors that Carter was 
innocent and needed help. These 
Canadians relocated to the U.S. to 
help Carter get a Supreme Court 
hearing and got his conviction over- 
turned more than 20 years later. 

In order to cram a tale of this 
scope into normal movie running 
time, veteran director Jewison 
skimps on character. There isn’t a 
real person in the whole movie. 
Instead of characters there are 
emblems. Carter (Denzel 
Washington, turning in his usual 
performance) is the emblem of 
emerging black pride which is ruth- 
lessly crushed by Det. Della Pesca 
(Dan Hedaya), the emblem of insti- 
tutionalized racism, until young 
Lesra (Vicellous Shannon), the 
emblem of hope for the future, per- 
suades his three Canadian mentors 
(Liev Schrieber, Debra Kara Unger 
and John Hannah), the emblems of 
selfless good intentions, that some 
things are worth fighting for. Cue 
the swelling orchestral music. 

Jewison has the narrative thread 
under masterful control, flitting 
through time between Carter’s

impoverished childhood, his rise to 
fame as a boxer in the ’60s and the 
hell of his imprisonment through 
the ’70s, embroidering the works 
with stock footage of the social 
upheaval taking place along racial 
lines. But despite, or perhaps 
because of his liberal streak, 
Jewison’s take on race politics bor- 
ders on offensive, boiling the sys- 
tematic racism of an entire society 
into one bigoted cop. 

Washington’s Carter is also paint- 
ed in broad strokes. Sure he’s a bit 
of a hothead, but he’s got a right to 
be hostile — his people are being 
persecuted. Carter battled with 
alcoholism in real life and never 
reunited with his first wife or his 
children upon his release from jail, 
facts the movie glosses over with a 
bland portrayal of Carter’s domestic 
life as unextraordinary.

The Canadians — Sam, Terry and 
Lisa — are probably worst served 
by the film. They're barely afforded 
a character between them and their 
sacrifices on Carter’s behalf are 
never explained beyond the fact 
that they’re really nice. (Clancy 
Brown also turns up as an implausi- 
bly kind prison guard.) 

In real life, Carter no longer 
speaks to his liberators, even 
though he was married to Lisa, 
which the movie fails to mention 
entirely. It’s the reality that suggests 
Carter is a more complex and 
intriguing, if less likable, character 
than Washington’s square-jawed 
performance and the script suggest. 
And it’s the film-makers’ failure to 
seize on these facets which reduces 
the events depicted to a good guys 
versus bad guys scenario. 

You want the story of the 
Hurricane? The Bob Dylan song of 
that name clocks in at a mere seven 
minutes long and it’s got a catchy 
beat you can dance to. Jewison’s 
The Hurricane has all the working 
parts of the story but lacks the art 
to make you believe it’s really imi- 
tating life.

Angela’s Ashes doesnt skimp on impoverished squalor

et in the Depression-era Ireland, 

Angela’s Ashes is based on Frank 

McCourt’s memoir of growing up in the 
poorest section in the poverty-stricken 
town of Limerick. Just imagine Steinbeck’s 
Grapes of Wrath and replace the repres- 
sive power of the banks to keep the poor 
down with the Vatican. And if you add the 
narrative point of view of the resiliency of 
childhood, you pretty much have the gist 
of Angela’s Ashes. 

Young Frankie (played by Joe Breen, 
Ciaran Owens and Michael Legge as 
Frankie grows up), lives with his parents 
and four siblings in conditions that would 
have to improve greatly before they could 
be considered squalor. His dad 
(Trainspotting’s Robert Carlyle) has tons 


of pride. What he lacks is ambition and 
temperance. [f he does get a job, he spends 
the family’s rent on getting pissed at the 
pub. He misses work the next day and gets 
the sack and it’s back to square one, as 
Frankie's siblings die off one by one. 

Mom (Emily Watson, in the film’s epony- 
mous role), on the other hand, has the 
motivation to feed her kids by working, 
but Dad’s pride stands in the way of that. 

What McCourt’s book had was an under- 
lying touch of whimsy and optimism in the 
face of all the oppression — religious, 
social and economic — which I liked very 
much. The film takes away the sugar-coat- 
ing and in it’s place gives the audience a 
dark, dingy view of the world. Example: 
the graphic puking. In fact, I stopped 
counting the barfing scenes after five. 








The ensemble is quite good, but. Watson 
is the standout as the mother with the litter 
of kids, always at her wit’s end, doing her 
best to ensure all of their survival.

“I was up in 
Fort McMurray, and an organiza- 
tion called Some Other Solutions 
approached me to write a dramatic 
film about family crisis, so that’s 
where the whole idea originally 
came from.” 

Almost two years of plowing 
through case studies and) other 
research yielded the unseéttling 
revelation that, “The second-high- 
est rate of suicide in that gommu- 
nity, after teens, was middle-aged 
males, and I got more and more 
into that sort of realm,” he/says. 

“I'm hoping the audi¢nce will 
see that there are problems with 
the family’s communication to 
begin with, but that’s not uncom- 
mon throughout North American 
society. This could be the family 
next door, it could be your family. 
Something just hasytotrigger what 
was waiting to happen.” 

With hard costs“for Crunch run- 
ning in the/neighborhood of 
$35,000 and another $40,000 a 
deferred wages to,deal wit! 
Schuster knows plenty” 
financial crunches. 

“We were doing song and dance 
revues up in Fort McMurray, trying 
to raise money,” he says. “I kept 
postponing the shoot due to 
money and I finally decided that I 
just had to shoot it. And literally, 
not even a month before the shoot, 
I got some money from the Wild 
Rose Foundation.” 

That grant means the film will 
be distributed to all the crisis cen- 
tres in Alberta, in addition to its 
use in Fort McMurray as a training 
film for crisis phone volunteers. 

Finances aside, Schuster says 
that Crunch’s biggest challenge 
was, “Trying to tell quite a big 
story in a short period of time. One 
of the goals I had as a film-maker 
was to keep it engaging and fast- 
moving as it covered this persioey 
and tell this story.” 

When it comes to filming dca. 
ward spirals, you just can’t cut cor- 
ners. “I feel like I was successful at 
that,” he says, “but it was a chal- 
lenge in both the writing and the 
editing — particularly the writing.”

rowing up in macho Spain, 
frets Almodovar (Tie Me Up! 
Tie Me Down!) realized that 
women often had to act their way 
through life in order to resolve 
problems and avoid tragedy. As a 
homage to actresses, professionals 
as well as the women who play-act 
to survive, Almodovar has created 
All About My Mother, a chick flick 

finally worthy of the title. 

Compared to the rest of his 
films, All About My Mother is 
uncharacteristically subdued. The 
frenetic mood of some of his other 
films is replaced by tragedy and a 
more gentle farce that might be 
characterized as “maturity.” Of 
course, this is Almodovar, so we 
still get an eyeful of his candy-like 
art direction and his usual cast of 
transsexuals and whores. 

We are reintroduced to Manuela 
(Cecilia Roth), the organ-_trans- 
plant nurse last seen in Flower of 
My Secret (Almodovar’s second-to- 
last film). It is her job to convince 
the families of dying patients to 
give permission to harvest the 
organs, as well as to re-enact these 
scenes to train doctors. She has a 
son and hasn't heard from his 
father since she found out she was 
pregnant. 

Manuela’s son Esteban is an 
aspiring writer and on his birthday

they go out to see a production of 
Named Desire. 
Tragically, he is hit by a car and 
Manuela finds herself in the posi- 
tion of a bereaved mother. To 
honor a promise never kept to her 
son, she departs for Barcelona to 
find his father. 

Her first lead is Agrado (Antonia 
San Juan), a not quite complete 
transsexual prostitute. As Queer 
Theory likes to remind us, gender 
is a performance and drag is one 
of its more obvious forms. One of 
the best scenes in this film is her 
monologue when she inventories 
all of her purchased glory to an 
amused audience. 

In spite of these outrageous 
characters, Almodovar has obvi- 
ous admiration and affection for 
women. Every female character is 
in some kind of dire circumstance, 
but each has the strength to help 
the other.

“It was her talking about her 
life and what she fantasized for 
herself in the future even as it 
appears obvious she was dying,” 
said Hines. 

In the latter show, Pochsy is on 
a beach polluted by toxic waste, 
convalescing. And she makes love 
to a dying angel. 

“And these are comedies — 
really, they are,” said Hines. Hines 
is better at bringing out that mis- 
fortune through humor. And she 
plays with consumerism. 

“Sometimes adspeak will come 
into her language. She'll come out 
and say ‘Makes my skin feel soft 
and smooth. Makes it feel like 
fresh young skin all over.’ That is 
taken almost directly from an ad. 
Her connection with her con- 
sumerism is a profound one.” 

But Pochsy isn’t greedy. “She 
finds a great deal of comfort in 
having these things to give her life 
structure.” 

Now Hines is returning to 
Edmonton with a work in pro- 
gress. In Pochsy III: Head Move- 
ments of a Long-Haired Girl, the

cheduling another festival in 
Geaionton must get easier 

every year. This is, after all, 
Festival City (when it's not the 
City of Smart Champions), and 
there just aren’t that many slots 
left in the 52-week-year. So when 
establishing the Edmonton 
Comedy Arts Festival, producer 
David Cheoros must have had a 
Henry Ford-type deal: you can 
have any week you want as long as 
it’s the third week in January. 

Of course Cheoros has the offi- 
cial explanation: “We wanted to do 
a winter event because that’s what 
Edmonton is missing. After First 
Night there’s a gap for really acces- 
sible, public festival events in 
Edmonton. So it’s a real need from 
a tourism point of view, and for 
the patrons and artists.” 

Running Jan. 20-23, the festival 
is a showcase of “comedy artists 
from across Canada in diverse pro- 
gramming that includes sketch, 

, music and theatre,” and 
it begins in typical Edmonton mid- 
winter style — with a party. 

“We've got a terrific, start-with- 
a-bang Comedy Arts Gala at the 





styles, different artistic disciplines, 
which is very important to us.” 
~Plus.— are you ready for this? 
=the whole thin; be taped by 
CBC-TV and aired as a series of 
comedy specials scheduled to run 
later in the year. 

Cheoros describes the festival's 
moment of conception as “magi- 
cal” but it sounds more like good 
old-fashioned gettin’ down to biz- 


ness. 





Festival producers Cheoros 
and Anthony offer a line-up 
of laughs. 

“It started out at breakfast at 
Larry’s Café,” he remembers. 
“Pamela Anthony, who is another 
festival producer in town, and I 
were sitting and talking about fes- 
tivals and what was missing in 
Edmonton, and one of us brought 
up the possibility of starting a 
comedy festival. And we just kind 
of locked eyes, shook hands, and 
never looked back. We literally 








never second-guessed or said ‘are 
we really going to do this?’ ” 

In addition-tg the big Gala, the 
festival features nine ticketed 
events (see the complete lineup in 
this week’s On Stage listings, page 
29) and the weekend Fun Fest in 
the Arts Barns. 

Venues are scattered on both 
sides of the Mighty North 
Saskatchewan. “The location we 
very deliberately decided to split 
between downtown and the south 
side,” Cheoros explains. “We have 
a lot of activity down at the (Arts) 
Barns, two events at the Winspear 
Centre, a performance at the 
Sheraton Grande Hotel downtown, 
and one event at the Urban Lounge 
and Whiskey Grill on the south 
side.” 

It's been only 14 months from 
concept to product and the 
machine seems to be ticking along 
like it’s been going for years, a 
benefit, perhaps, of having veter- 
ans running things. But also a vote 
of confidence in the idea, says 
Cheoros. 

“We feel like we're coming into 

this event with a lot of perspective 

already, but it’s been reassuring to 

have sponsors treat us as if we 

were already an established festi- 

val.

remember seeing a lot of the 
[sean Worms back in °92 or 
so. Of course, this was back in 
the days when they still had to 
tour constantly and relentlessly to

And they 
only had one, maybe two, albums 
but they sold them off the stage to 
pretty little college girls as fast as 
they could unpack the boxes. 
Now, almost a decade later, the 
Worms are going strong with six 
(six!) albums on their discography, 
international fame, and a coveted 
spot on the Edmonton Comedy 
Arts Festival’s opening-night gala 
line-up. 

Say, Trevor Strong of the 
Arrogant Worms, when you started 
out doing this thing, did you 
expect it to last until (booming 
tympany drum roll) The Year 
2000? 

“I don’t think I expected to 
make a nineties out of it.” Trevor 
responds. “I wanted to be some- 
where more exotic. I didn’t think 
the Arrogant Worms would stick 
together this long. 

“But I’m enjoying it more now 
than a couple years ago, now that 


we're finally at the point of not 
being in danger of starving.” 

And what, exactly, keeps bread 
in the Worms’ mouths? Well, they 
mostly sing funny, satirical songs 
that form a sort of “romp through 
life’s little inanities,” to quote the 
press stuff. In between songs they 
smile and crack wise like a bunch 
of lovable scamps. It’s freakin’ 
hilarious. Trevor (“sings and plays 
any instrument smaller than three 
inches long”) says their act now 
contains “more dancing.” Dancing. 
“Yeah, definitely more dancing.” 

On that note, Trevor, do you 
ever feel a tiny bit of guilt for mak- 
ing your living at this while all the 
other peons have to do things like 
“commute” and “maximize team 
effectiveness?” 

“T don't have any guilt over mak- 
ing a living this way,” Trevor 
responds, with only the merest 
hint of gloat in his voice. “They 
made their choice. They have 
RRSPs, material goods, houses, it’s 
their cross to bear if they have to 
get up at eight o'clock in the morn- 
ing.”

t was one hundred years ago that 
fis Government of Canada and 

the aboriginal peoples from the 
areas that covered what is now 
northern Alberta, northeastern 
British Columbia and the north- 
west portion of Saskatchewan, 
negotiated Treaty 8. 

This was a pivotal event in the 
shaping of the future of Western 
Canada. In response to the anni- 
versary of Treaty 8, some specific 
individuals and events of that time 
frame were recently re-examined 
by Dr. Pat McCormack and some 
of her students in the Native 
Studies program at the University 
of Alberta. 

The results of their combined 
research, with a visually engaging 
exhibition, are currently being pre- 
sented through the efforts of mem- 
bers of the Native Studies and 
Collection Services departments 
under the banner From the Far 
North. 

While the display has been open 
to the public since early Decem- 
ber, Dr. McCormack will for the 
first time be giving a lecture in 
conjunction with the exhibit on 
Sunday, Jan. 23. 

Her talk centres on the treaty 
and one of the Treaty 8 partici- 
pants,"Dr. O. C. Edwards. His col- 
lection of ethnographic artifacts 
are the core pieces of the display 
in the Print Study Centre that are 
accompanied by a significant 
amount of background informa- 
tion. 

“Dr. Edwards was a general 
physician in the treaty party who 
already, had an extensive collec- 
tion of native artifacts from south- 
ern Alberta and, at that time, there 
was a perception that most of the 
interesting native pieces were to 
be found in the south. 

“Well, in this exhibit you can see 
that no museum has anything nicer 
than the bead and quill work found 
on the moccasins and pouches Dr.

he Hotel McDonald main-floor

and myself, a fact that amuses the 
quirky best-selling author to no end. 

“It’s creepy, like it's the Titanic 
and we're the last two who haven't 
realized the boat’s sinking,” says 
the 38-year-old Vancouver-based 
wordsmith, as he seats himself at a 
patio side table, referring to both 
the Edwardian splendor of Edmon- 
ton’s grand-mama hotel and his 
unease at the slower pace of River 
City. 

Before his comment has time to 
sink in (or I can even write it down 
into my notebook), he’s up and 
gone again, this time making sure 
we get coffee. It’s Coupland’s first 
interview of the day and, while he 
doesn't do breakfast (a funny story 
he regales me with, encompassing 
his “warped” upbringing and a 
mother whose idea of cooking 
breakfast for her four kids was 
picking up packages of Carnation 
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Doug Coupland 
Miss Wyoming 
(Random House Canada) 


Instant Breakfast), he NEEDS cof- 
fee. 

He's back in a second with a cof- 
feepot-toting waitress in tow. 

This time he sits down for good, 
or at least most of him does. 
Coupland doesn’t like the linear 
and he’s happiest when allowed to 
mentally roam about at will — 
kinda like most of his books actual- 
ly. He’s a high-energy, juxtaposi- 
tion-oriented man, both on the page 
and in the flesh. 

In fact — between stories about 
past visits to Edmonton, his 
thoughts about his current book 
tour, the picture games he plays 
with his audiences at readings, and 
the “Christmas card” winter won- 
derland that’s Edmonton in 
January, feeling “like an alien out- 
side the spacecraft here” — 
Coupland says that all his previous 
books were written using a form of 
modified cut-up process, where 
he’d keep numerous notebooks in

which he chronicled all his random 
ideas and meditations and then cut 
up the pages to use as a spring- 
board for his fictional work (novels 
that included Generation X, 
Shampoo Planet, Life After God, 
Microserfs and Girlfriend in a 
Coma). A fitting process, given its 
physical, visual orientation. 

Coupland is trained as an artist 
— not to mention he seems to 
relate to the world viscerally. At 
one point in the interview he took 
all the sugar packages and arranged 
them on a grid pattern across the 
table while we spoke. 

For his latest novel, Miss 
Wyoming (an at-times surreal novel 
about a recovering drug-addict 
movie producer caught in an ass- 
over-teapot life crisis, desperately 
trying to hook up with a washed-up 
former child star and Miss 
Wyoming who came to him ina 
sickbed vision), Coupland took a 
much different approach. He hired 
an agent, aggressively looked for a 
new publishing house with a more 
regular editing hand (“my old editor 
was an acquisition editor, with this 
book I wanted a proper editor”), 
and sat down to write the book “on 
the spot,” in a straightforward, lin- 
ear fashion, “no notes, in long- 
hand.” This may not seem odd in 
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the grander scheme of writerly 
behavior, but it is odd for a 
technophile like Coupland who’s 
designed his own Web page where 
he’s posting a detailed dairy of his 
book tour. 

The process seems to have done 
well by him. Coupland says that in 
his next book, he’s going to explore 
the life of a Canadian woman born 
in 1936, a story he wants to tell ina 
style influenced by Carol Shields 
and her seminal Pulitzer winning 
work The Stone Diaries. 

(Well, to be truthful, he did 
amend that statement, adding that 
he’s wanting to write “less mood 
and more action” and wants to 
emulate the strong narrative of 


independent films so that his next 
work will be more Being John 
Malkovich crossed with Carol 
Shields.) 

Still, don’t get the idea that 
Coupland’s lost his post-modern 
edge and has gone all CanLit on us. 
The original inspiration for Miss 
Wyoming was a National Enquirer 
story about the etitically-ill “reptil- 
ian movie producer Robert Urban 
Cowboy Evans,” who met and fell 
in love with 1980's “fromage” night- 
time soap star Catherine Dynasty 
Oxenberg, who he married four 
days later.

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Pagolac satisfies Asian cravings for cheap

J ll admit it. As a food critic, ’m a freak of 
nature. For most people, the majority of 
regular restaurant visits are to favorite loca- 
tions, where dishes are chosen from a narrow 
selection born of hard-won culinary experi- 
ence. Of course people visit new restaurants 
too, but T’ll guess it’s more of an occasional 
treat where you have the luxury to read up or 
poll friends beforehand to find out what that 
new place is really like. 

I, on the other hand, being a freak of nature, 
tend to restaurant-hop something fierce. Of 
course I visit my favorite haunts too, but when 
push comes to shove I'm more likely to go 
somewhere new to scout potential review 
sites. Comes with the territory. 

This trait, though, puts me at a disadvantage. 
I eat most times in places where I'm totally in 
the dark as to what’s good and what’s not — 
like last weekend for example. 

I and the rest of the Scooby review gang 
decided to visit Pagolac Restaurant smack-dab 
in the middle of Edmonton’s Avenue of 
Nations, It was a blustery (read mind-numbing- 
ly cold) night, but we were all happy to be out. 
The cold, frosted air gave a certain sheen to 


Chinatown, an extra bit of ambiance to 
Edmonton's most urban neighborhood, where 
the Pagolac fits like a glove. 

The joint’s funky in a laid-back diner kinda 
way — dated floral wallpaper topping rec- 
room-style panelling decked with bleached-out 
photos of menu items and ancient photocopies 
of reviews pressed under the table's glass top 
— as urban as the environs and an archetypical 
Asian restaurant boasting a massive menu 
filled with familiar Vietnamese and Chinese 
dishes. Perhaps too many dishes. 

Ray mentions that we haven't been to the 
Pagolac in years. In other words, we have no 
idea what we should order — what's good, 
what’s not, what’s fresh, what the restaurant 
does well, etc. Yikes! Ordering blind. 

We decide to do our usual trick and order a 
raft of dishes to share, spreading the risk 
across the menu: Korean-style Kim Chi and 
Deep Fried Wonton (appetizers), Grilled 
Lemon Grass Chicken (chicken entrée), Satay 
Beef (beef entrée), a Sweet and Sour Tiger 
Prawn, Chicken with Vegetable Soup, and a 
couple of Vietnamese Coffees (which have to 
be ordered up-front ‘cause they have to drip). 

The food comes up in a jiff (really great ser- 


vice by the way), and the appetizers both 
amaze: the Kim Chi has a delightful ginger kick 
to it (not just a hot sauce extravaganza), and 
the wontons are the platonic ideal for fried 
goodness — lots of tasty shrimp filling and 
done to a micron of perfection. 

The entrées on the other hand were less than 
perfect, but still more than satisfying. Both Ray 
and Suzette dug the soup (which left me cold 
— too much of an aftertaste), and all three of 
us liked the Lemon Grass Chicken which was 
done in an original fashion — very aight 
rich, deep taste, a dish loaded with personality 
and served on a bed of fluffy rice impregnated 
with the dark goodness of the chicken. 

The Satay Beef left us all a bit disappointed. 
While loaded with an assortment of fresh veg- 
etables and a good serving of beef, the Satay 
sauce was thick (more like a gravy) and under- 
whelming. Oh, well . . . still not a bad average. 

The coffees, by the way, were totally bril- 
liant, both as representative Vietnamese cof- 
fees and as an excellent cup of restaurant cof- 
fee, period. 

Conclusion: Pagolac did justice to its reputa- 
tion and, at $13 per head, was a good bargain

girls’ nipples. It’s all very profes- 
sional and not in the least bit 
sleazy.” 

An ex-Catholic school girl her- 
self, Lisa grew up in Las Vegas and 
was a dancer in Follies for 18 
years before becoming Company 
Manager a year and half ago. 
“Being in Las Vegas show would 
definitely break this girl our of her 
shell,” said Lisa. “In Follies you 
have to be topless, so this girl 
would definitely lose her inhibi- 
tions working here. And there are 
800 people in the audience for 
every show, and performing for 
that many people every night gives 
you lots of confidence.” 

Unfortunately for you, FCSG, 
getting one of those confidence- 
boosting topless Las Vegas show- 
girl jobs is tougher than it used to 
be.

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really competitive.” 

Dancer and showgirl are two dif- 
ferent job titles at the Tropicana, 
Lisa explained to me, the two posi- 
tions requiring very different skills 
and attributes. Showgirls, on the 
one hand, parade around the stage 
topless in the big headdresses, all 
decked out in feathers and jewels, 
with the minimum height require- 
ment for showgirls being 5-foot-9 
and one-half inches. Dancers, by 
way of contrast, dance around the 
stage topless, all decked out in 
feathers and jewels, with the mini- 
mum height requirement for 
dancers being five foot five. 

“I always wanted to be a show- 
girl,” Lisa sighed. “Showgirls don’t 
have to dance as hard, and there’s 
a little more prestige in being a 
showgirl because of their cos- 
tumes are a lot more beautiful. But 
I was too short, so I became a 
dancer.”
